— SlierilT Bradley de- 
elares to tiyht for what he thinks is riyht even 
ayainst Governor Huyhes' move to remove him from 
otflee. He de<lares that he lias kept the law as 
laid down li.v .Iiidyes ItiseliofT ami (iavuor. .\fter 
a cotiferencv with the slieriff. Senator Brackett, 
his lawyer, issued the f<dlowiiiy statement: 

"I have seen a copy of Uie ••liaryes ayainst the

Iny jiaiiers. I know nothiny of the fact.s — nothiny 
that lias «a-curred on tlie tra<-k— becans.- 1 have not 
lieeit there But if the slierilT has honestly dom-

lon I yave hull tor his yuidanee, lie eaiiuot properly 
Im- removed, nor have 1 any idea that he will be. for 
the opinion siinpl.v stated the law as it is and as 
the courts liave lield it to he. 

“I do not tadieve. nor hav<‘ I anv ri'ason to be- 
lieve that the yovernor will try to make a martyr 
of tlie sherilT in order to show ids own zeal ayainst 
race track yamdiiiy.

This liranch of taking risks is onl.r incidental to 
tile liiisiness of the Llo.vds. which is in realitv a 
great marine insurance conipanv. which wagers wTtli 
fall* on an.v vessel as long as llie craft is supposed 
t^o Ik* atloat ami pays losses with the greatest cheer- 
fulness.

For a con- 
sideration cbe.v will assure a sum to the heirs of 
any man who fears that lie may be blown up hv :c 

iHiiidi. 

Williin tlie Llo.vds are nian.v individuals who travel 
in groups and are in the habit of undertaking cer- 
tain hazards in ooninion. This was the style when 
lli«* organization was formed more tlian 200 years 
ago and naniial after th<* genial •person who kept 
the coffee lioii.se where the proieefors of the enter- 
prise were accusliHiied to meet.

'out of tlie money’ twelve times in 102 starts. S<*v- 
eral defeats liave la'cii aeeonnted for l*y starters 
added at tlie last iMissilde nioment and not consid- 
ered in the original ealnilalloiis. 

“ 'Racing Inek’ is a langilile something considered 
by the most astute hor.senien in planning their liirf 
campaigns. ‘Racing luck’ might make it possilde 
for a selling jdater to lieat a Colin, improlialde 
Itbongli wiieh a Tcsiilt would la*. So it is that the 
Ik'sI of <-alculalloiis go amiss, and tlie man wlio can 
guess riglit fort.y ia*r cent, of tlie time Is regardcal 
as a marvel. Tlie Herald's s«'leelions this season 
liaye a record of sixty-one |a*r cent. 

"In making an effort to give tlie most proliaiile 
xviimer in each day’s program the Herald has given 
iMi eiMisideration to speeiilatioii. Tlie (aids Unit would 
la* laid liy laKikmakers have not la*en Uioiigiit of. 
The one tiling that has laam earrlial in mind has 
U*en the desire to demonsirale tliat racing is a 

«lean and honest sia>rt and that most of tlie tales 

of dishonesty on the race tracks are lairu of iniag- 
imitloii.” 

In this connection it should lie said that the 
'Hcrahl is not a tipping newspaper, and tliis experi 
ment lias tiecu Iiascd on a selection of one race per 

day. the result lieiiig conviii<-iiig to the Herald. 

How tlie test came to he inaugiiruled is thus nar- 
rated liy it: 

"Early In the season, tiefore racing began in Wasli- 
iiigton. a reiMirter for the Herald, in <-onversation 
with a gentleman wlio had Is-en a patron of tlie 
liirf for a unarler of a eentiir.v. discussed tlie at- 
tacks tliat were tlien lieing made iiism racing as a 
siHirt. and exidaiiied the plan to sliow tliat tin* liest 
Uiorouglihreds are even more to in* depended uism to 
do tlieir ta*st tlian are men. 

“I liaven’t made a wager in four years,” said 
tlie turfman, "Init if tlie ll«*rald will do tin* work 
>on have outlined I will iiistruel a eominlssioner to 
place a wager of $1(M) on each seh*ctioii. day liy liay. 
That will give an added interest in the sport and a 
practical test to your tlnmries.” 

"That plan has 1 h*cu followed since the opening 
dav at Benning. The tlrst two wagers were lost. 
Siin*e Benning tliere lias lK*en no time wlieii tin* play 
miglit not Imve Ix'eii aliaiidoiied with a protit. A 
simple wager of 81IHI lias lieen made on each st*le<*lioii 
tliat has ap|M-ared in the Herald. The lHK>ks of the 
eommissloiier as lialaneed last Saturday night show 
a net profit of $2,510. tVliile tliis record is liere 
given it is oiilv for the pnriH>se of sliowing tliat tin* 
eoniiei-tioii l«*tw(***n tlie so-called ls*ttiiig ring and the 
puddiM-k has 110 existence. Tlie best deinonstration 
lies ill the fact that sixty-two out of 102 horses 
named to win liave been first liome. while only 
twelve have failed to iiarticipate in the prizes.”

LEGAL LIGHTS WERE GOOD SPORTSMEN. 



Tbormanby Writes Stories of Great English Law- 
yers’ and Judges’ Turf Leanings. 

Baron Brampton, lietter known to the world in 
geiM'i'al as Sir Henry Hawkins, was almost as 
familiar a figure at .Newmarket as in the law 
(oiirts. and there n.sed to he no end of stories cur- 
rent relating to his efforts to comhine the duties 
of a judge with the ideasiires of a sportsman. 
Many of tliese stories, no doiilit. were ap<K*ryplial. 
lint tliere Is ample evidence in Sir Henry's racy 
"Reiiiinis<-eii<vs” to prove liow k<*en a lover of sisirt 
he was. and how varied were liis expcrieiiees In that 
connection. The prize ring appears to liave sliared 
Willi the turf his early patronage, and he has many 
a giKsl story to tell of great figlits he had seen — 
Indeed, he was ouee himself mistukea fur au emiu- 



eiit pugilist, and l>y liis tadd ‘‘bluff” in assiiniiiig 
tills eliaraeter extricated liiinself from a very liglit 
place. Blit it was on tlie race course tliat “ ’Orkiiis” 
was most at liome as a simrlsman. and I think some 
of tlie happiest hours of his Ilf* were passed there. 
In his love of tlie turf lie liad. at any rate, one 
sympalhetie hrotlier aiiiong liis eonfemporaries on 
(lie lieneh in tin* person, of tlie lale lau-il I’lilef .Tiis- 
liee. Lord Rmssell of Killoweii. wlio. as Sir Charles 
Russell, was the foremost advocate of his day. His 
great knowledge of racing stiMsl liim In good stead 
in tin* “e:ins<* eelelire” of )Vo(h 1 vs. Cox, when li.v 
liis masterly eondiict of Uie ease he secured a moral 
victory for tin* eccentric iiroprietor of the “Licensed 
Vicliiallcrs’ Gazette.” For a verdict of a farthing 
damages without costs for the idaiiitiff was. of 
course, praetlttilly a verdict for the defendant. 

But neitlier Ixird Bramiilon nor Lord Russell could 
lioid a candle as piacli(*al siiortsmeu to Baron 
.Marlin, wlio o|M*iily expressed ids regret in liis later 
days that lie liad not abandoned tlie bar for tlie turf 
as a profession. Baron .Marlin was tlie only judge 
who had Ins*!! at tin* same time an owner of race 
liorses. It is true Unit liis name was never registerd 
as an owner, tint it was a well-kiiowii fact tliat lie 
and Harry Hill, tin* famous iHKikmiiker. were in 
part nersliiii. and tliat tin* l(aron had a half sliare 
in s<*veral liorses wliieh ran under tlie name and 
colors of Mr. Hill. Rogerllioriic was the best horse 
in wliieli Baron Martin liad an interest. He was a 
favorite for tin* Derlty. but ran no nearer than eighth 
to tlie winner, lie, howex-er. pla(*ed tlie GihnIwoihI 
Clip of ]h.-)(i to his owners’ credit, and Unit troiiliy 
ornamented tin* Baron’s sidelioard and was one of 
liis most treasured tiossessions. 

To write tin* tnilli. tin* turf, of wlileli Sir Henry 
Hawkins was a fiutroii. differs widely from tlie in- 
stitution wlileli first won Baron Martin’s afreelioiis. 

I liave no intention to discuss liere wlietlier tlie turf 
lias elianged for the lietter or the worse; Imt the 
turf of lixlay is f.ir less Interesting than that wltli 
wliieli Baron Martin first made aeipiaint.aiice when 
William IV. w-as still on the throne. Tlie (imilnt 
and gnarled hits of hniiiaiiity for which Baron Mar- 
tin, like ills friends, the Earl of Derby. Mr. George 
I’liyne and laird Strafford had so keen an eye. have 
passed away for ever; siieli characters ns Sir Charles 
.Monk. Carson Harvey. James Hirst. Miehael Brun- 
toii. .Mark Clews. Dick Stockdale. Bill Scott and 
lialf a hundred more have vanished and left none 
like them behind, and the world of stiort is the 
poorer by their loss, for tliey infused it with that 
individual variety whieli Is the si»ice of life. Dur- 
ing tlio years lietween 1.S32 and IS.'iO. w’hen he 
was iiptxdnted a Baron of the Exehefiuer. Baron 
■Marlin had many opportunities of nianif<*sting his 
liartiality for liorse racing, although, like many 
otlier lovers of the iiremier national sport, he was 
always fonder of watching hor.ses at exercise and 
of seeing tliem stripped in tlie stable than of fre- 
qnenliiig races. Baron .Martin never sp«*nt a Sunday 
in York during Uie .\ssize week witliout liaving a 
poslelmisi* ready at daytiri*ak. in which, very often 
aeeomiiaiiied liy his old friend. Mr. James Smart 
Worth'V. he drovt* off in hot haste to Malton to 
visit .loliii .Scott’s stables at Whitewall. His In- 
ipiiries alxxit every detail of racing descended to 
the minutest particulars, and few facts once com- 
mitted to his memory ever es<*aped its teiiaeions 
grasii. The time when all tills racing knowledge 
was to lie turned to rich account by Mr. .Martin 
(who t(H»k silk as a (jiieen’s Counsel in 1S43) was 
rapldlj' approaching and near at hand. 

The first case which liroiight him into tiromlnencc 
was the famous Bloomslmry Crotest In 1 S;k». Mr. 
Kidsdale’s slashing colt had won the Asyot Derby 
Stakes in the previous season, imt Lord I.itehtield 
had protested against the payment of the stakes 
on tlie ground that the horse had been niisde- 
serihed. Cresswell — aft(*rwards Sir Cresswell Cress- 
well. the first president of the Divorce Court — and 
.Martin were eomisel for Mr. Ridsdale. the jilaintiff. 
lint Uie eonduct of tlio case was left entirely in 
Martin’s liaiids. and he secured a brilllantlv won 
verdict for his client. 

In the fiimons Running Rein ease, in which a 
horse so named came in first for the Dertiv of 1S44. 
l>iit was olijeefed to on the ground that it was 
really a four-year old named .Maeealieus. Martin was 
one of Uie counsel for Colonel I’eel. who. as owner 
of the second horse. Orlando, claimed tlie stakes. 
His leader was Dage-Wisxl — afterwards Ixinl Hath- 
erley — a x;ery gentle, high-minded, honorable man, 
and a skillful advocate in Ids way. but with no 
comprehension of the tnrf and its surroundings. 
He wisely left the oast* practically in the hands 
of ids jnnhx-. who nulled his client through trl- 
iimidi.aiitly despite all the machinations of the most 
infamous eonfi'deraey of swindlers that ever black- 
em*d the annals of horse racing. It was a masterly 
disiday of acute diagnosis and penetrating thouglit. 
to my Udnkiiig a finer display of forensic talent 
than aiiyUiing Sir Riissidl ever did even at his best. 

Baron Martin’s knowledge of liorse flesh was pro- 
found. llioiiL'li. as I havi* said, he iireferred the 
training staldes to the race eoiiise. yet lie was not 
infreiinently se< n at race meetings. .V friend met 
Iiini oiiei- ill till* B<iis d<- Boulogne at Paris on a 
.Sunday wlieii tlie races were going on and said: 

•'ll would not do for von. Baron, to lie seen in 
England amid such scenes as this on the salibath 
dav. ” 

"Well.” said tlie judge, idleoiisly. ”I cannot help 
it. What would yon liavi- me to do wlieii tliey 
will not race here on any otlier day tliaii Sunday’;” 

iliiee. wlien In* went as Judge on the western elr- 
enit. lie was invited willi several menilxirs of the 
liar to cliiie with Uie Dean of M’iiieliester. whom he 
liad never m*‘t liefore. few days after a friend 
askeil Uie dean wliat he tlioiiglit of Baron .Martin. 

"Well.” was the reply, "lie d(H*s not apiieiir to 
lx* a man of enlarged Informal ion. He actually 
never liad licard of Wiiiiiiui of W.vkeliaiii, atiii 
wauled to know wlio lie was." 

.Marlin was aski-d liy some one what he thought 
of tin* dean. 

“Why.” said lie. “I can’t say I think imicli of 
him. He seems very deticieut iu Kcueral knowledge; 



he ntisoliiiely didn't know wlio .Tolin Day w.'is and 
lias iiev«*r lieard of Diineliiiry. tlioiigh he lias lieen 
years in Wiiieliester.” 

Tliat till* dean shonlil never have heard of Uie 
great trainer and liis stables, but a few miles 
away, eertniiily argued an ignorance more ineoni- 
prehensible that tlie iiidge’s ignorance of the founder 
of M’inehester scIkkiI. Bnt Baron Marlin’s knowl- 
edge of matters other than the tnrf and Uie law 
was eertaliily limited. Only once xvas he Induced to 
see a (iliiy of Shakespeare’s. The play he saw was 
".Measure for Measure,” and his feelings as a judge 
were so outraged by the atrociously liad law in tlie 
play that he entertained the greatest contempt for 
Sliakespeare ever afterward. 

Baron Martin had the profonndest scorn of the 
“propliets,” who professed to give weak-minded 
men who are addicted to ix'tting "Uie straight 
M’lien a proplict came lx*fore the baron Indicially. 
he generally let him know in pretty strong language 
Uie peeiiliar esUmation in which he held hini. On 
one oeeasion. after he had become deaf, be was try- 
ing a racing case, an exercise of ids fnrietlons that 
he reveled in. One of the counsel engaged in it 
was named Stammers, a solemn, formal, sententious 
person, who seldom made a speech without iinoting 
passages from scripture. In addressing the Jury he 
was alxmt to pursue his old habit, and had got as 
far as ".\s the prophet says,” when the judge in- 
tertiosed. 

"Don’t trouble the Jury. Mr. Stammers. alx)ut the 
prophets; there is not one of them who would not 
sell his father for sixpenny worth of lialfpence.” 

“But. my lord,” said Stammers in a subdued 
tone. "I was about to quote from the prophet Jere- 
miah.” 

“Don’t tell me.” said the Baron. “I have no 
doubt your friend Mr. Myers is just as bad as the 
rest of them.” 

Like .Tnstice Hawkins. Baron Martin was made 
an honorary memtx*r of the Jcx’key Club, a coin- 
plinient wliieli in* highly apiireciated. On the bench 
Ihe reputation of the two was similar. Both were 
strong judges. Martin had a bluff manner without 
the eanstic humor of Hawkins, lint he w.as perhaps 
even a greater favorite with the bar and the public 
than Sir Henry. 



EDUCATION OF THE CRACK POLO PONY. 

Picked Animals Bring Prices as High as Thorough- 
hred»— All in the Training. 

’Tis ediieatlon trains the youthful mind, also the 
liraio-s and legs of a ixtlo pony. That’s why at auc- 
tion In June in New York two ranch ponies brought 
as inueii as a herd of steers on the li<x>f or a couple 
of Uioronghlired yearlings of a fashionaldc family. 
Tlie prices xvere realized, as the trade reports say. 
when Foxhall Keene sold nine ponies for $10.12.5. 
an average of $1,125. Express brought $:$.100 and 
Blue Defer $2,500, Paul J. Rainey buying tlie two. 
while Keene bid In Crotona for $1..500. No tyiie 
of horse lasts longer than a tiolo pony or gives more 
fun to the owner; so to .a gixxl player price Is no 
object, hilt as a rule it is tlie duffers who pay 
long prices for ponies goo<l players have developed. 

Raised in a bniieh of ixinies in Texas. Wyoming 
or some other western range eouiitrv. the four or 
five-year-old will not know the tickle of a enrrycomli 
until taken up for preiiarafion for the eastern mar- 
ket. This will he In the fall or very early in tlie 
spring. Tails and manes are trimmed lint not 
(kx-ked or ’’iiogged,” while the pony is made wise 
as a saddle liorse. If taken up in Uie early fall 
the poni«*s may be roughly broken to ixilo; tliat is. 
to follow tlie ball and not sliirk under Uie whirling 
of a polo mallet. They <*onie to the east twenty in 
a car. and tliere is a profit in such a tviiiieli if sold 
for $2.50 a head. Exeeptioiial iiidividiials sell as 
high as $.500 to $1,000. but those that don’t .suit 
the polo (ilayers usiiall.r go liegging for a liiiyer. 
Tliey may liriiig from $100 to $1.50 for use in har- 
ness. and the.v are grand value as liglit country 
roailslers. 

"Cntling out” ponies, trained to work hand in 
lioof with the eowixiys in l■ollnding up cattle or in 
taking tlie certain steer wanti*d from out tlie center 
of tlx* lieril. are worth $7.50 to $1,000 on the ranch 
of a ("ow magnate. The.v do not go east except liy 
lirivate" sale. It is Uie same with very fast racing 
ixniies. for If an easlerner wants one of this .sort 
lie must go lo San Antonio. Cheyenne or some other 
center ami then liegln lo seont. Bn.v«*rs wtio drop 
off in Texas on their way to southern California 
liave paid as high as $5,000 at private .sale for a 
racing pony. I’oni«*s of this sort arc lix> hotlicaded 
for ixdo, for they can't lx* placed in Uie game and 
as Willi the natural higli iiiinpers in Uie hunting 
field, tliey are a source of danger to tlie oilier liorses 
and riilers. But to Uie amateur iix'keys of the 
coiinlry eliilis no price is fixi high for a ixiny tliat 
can win for tlieiii. But in ealeiilaliiig the prices of 
txdo ponies Uie race ixniles. often dwarfed Uioroiigli- 
lirtsls. ina.v )x* eliiiiinal<*d from eonsideraliop. 

.\iiellon sjiles of seasoned p«do ponies are very 
rare in tliis eoiinlry. The record iiriee in England 
is $(!..-.<Ml. paid leu .vciirs ago for a tlioroiighlired 
mare at a disixTsal sale of a noted isdoisl at Tat 
lersviU’s; Imt Uie average of the Keene sale will 
eoiiqiare favoralily willi Uie liest of the Englisli 
sales. .-Mioiif five years ago Tlionias llltelM-ix'k. .Ir.. 
.sold two lx* liail idayed for several seasons. Itowdv 
bringing $.s<Mi and E. W. $.5<N). At Ids elosing-oiit 
sale ten years or so ago .lolin A. Isigaii. .Ir.. in 
eluded six seasomsl poh» ponies, 'niey lironght from 
$Viii lo $.S(Mi apiece. Wiiillirop Riitlierfiird paying 
tlM* latter price for a grav. a color he liad a par- 
tialit.v for when in Uie game as one of ilio Roek- 
away ”ldg f<mr.” and retained later on. 

Tliere are not over a dozen men wlio liring on 
droves of ixdo ix*nies. ■The.v go to certain "pitclies’’ 
eaeli spring on lamg Island, in M’estcliester eoimlv 
or near Uie ixilo eliilis In 'MassacliuseUs. Uiiick 
sales moan quick iiroflts. and if so fortunate Uie 
dealer may lie back again later in the season xvitli 
fresli ixxiies. One westerner three years ago sold 
three carloads in three days and set out for home 
on the foiirtli $2().(l()() lo the gixxl. But if sales 
are slow Uie dealers have to follow the txdo toiirna 
iiients to drum mi trade, which costs nioiiey. wliilo 
the ixmies all the while will lx* eating Uteir heads 
off. Even wlien sales are quick eolh*etions are often 
ver.v slow, and tliis is a frequent cause of eoinplaint 
with Up* dealers. Tlx* ixmies are sold ixily half 
liroken. and as this sort wixild not sell at auction 
tlie way seasoned ixinlcs do tlio dealers iirefer Uie 
lotteiT of the private sales to taking the chunees of 
an unction. 

Dolo iionics have to lx* conditioned li.y regular 
work as carefnll.v as a race horse, imt unless the 
veriest novice tlie owner must himself break Uie 
new IX.I11.V to jxilo. Each man’s game is different, 
and a skillful idayer will not let a grixnii lireak in 
a ixm.v for liim. Tliis means niaii.v lioiirs of praeliei* 
strokes and iiian.v preliminar.v matehes liefore a pony 
is letter iierfeet. A ixiiiy liroken in by a good man 
and used liy liim for two or three seasons, as willi 
the violin of a virtuoso, iniiiroves in use and if put 
on the market lirlngs a price far in excess of the 
value as mere "hoss.” Tliere is in England a class 
of gentleman dealer plii.vers. if It ina.v lie so ileflned. 
who make a living b.v training and selling polo 
ixmies. There are a few of tliis class here, imt 
wliat they earn from polo comes from coaching the 
new toums. They are willing enough to deal in 
ponies, imt the.v can’t go ver.v far, as the raw 
tinxliict is controlled h.v tlu* western ilealers. 

The ponies lK*st liked in England are tlioroiigli- 
breds. up to carrying a heavy man and with the 
enduranec to gallop on a slow field. Oeeasionally 
ttie.v an* pla.vixl in this country, Imt none of Uie 
crack American players wlio have visitml Iltirling- 
liain ever liave brought back Englisli ixmies. Tlie 
reason is Unit the iiiixi'd lireil raneli pony has g<xid 
hxiks and for light and middle weight riders is all 
that Is needed there or on this side of tlie herring 
pond, while on the sun driixl. hard baked polo fields 
of an American .August or Septenilx*r l*.e can niii 
rings around Uie Englisli ixmies. accustomed to gal- 
loping on turf that stays green .and soft. 

A numlicr of northern gentleman farmers have 
lx*en breeding polo ponies, often using English 
stallions to mate with American rancli mares, and 
in time we may have a type distinct from tin* range 
horse. Th<* western ixmies. however, now have 
enough hot Idoixl. as the ranchiiiau term the tlier- 
oiighiired infusion, and the.v are lireediiig tliere from 
selected standard bred trotters now to gain e<xil 
judgment and stamina. A eraz.y-lieaded ixm.v is no 
goixl at all in a ixilo game. 

There still are lieids of wild rxmies in the west, 
and during the sprin.g in soiitliern Nevada Uie wagon 
trains that carry ore from the mines thirty miles 
over the desert to the Touop.-ih railroad liave armed 
gilanls. four to each train of teams, to iirevent the 
dauntless wild hands from stamix*ding Uie work 
horses. Twenty years ago carloads of raneli ponies 
Were sold at .a iiroHt in New 5'ork at $.50 a head, 
and there were frequent aiietioii sales. Tlie ponies 
were run iiiilirokeii out of corrals, ainl it was worlti 
any siiiii |iai<l for one of tlieiii to get tlie four footed 
cyclone to tlx* liome si aide. Tlie present western 
pony is nil improved type, for well-lirisl stallions 
for years liave been running witli the herds, and at 
some Texas farms tliere is a p<xligre(* with the liest 
ponies. 

It is hard cash that makes the indo pon.v go. 
All Uie expeiisis of tlx* sport are l•ostly. imt some 
of them may lie dixlgi'd. Not so tlie cost of Uie 

eoo<l ponies, and no player, however exiiert. can 

join in a niateli and aid Ids team if mounted on 

slow, stnpiil nags. There ina.v lie goixl ponies still 
to lx* picked tip in the west for SKHi. Imt few know 
where to find them. -V liigh-class player on au or- 
dliiar.v Ixm.v is not worlli as iiiucli to Ids team as 
an ordiii.-ir.c plaver on a liigli-class |xmy. 

I’liiyers liaiiille a poiiv for several iiionUis Ix*- 

fore liruiiding it as a relialile aid for an important 
niateli. Tliere will lx* a Imneli of ixmies from tin* 
e.arlv drones in tin* spring cut lixise tiy the New 
York. Bo.stoli and Dliiladelldda players at tlie 
tuui'uameuts impcuUiug in N'ariaguusctt Pier, Sara- 



toga and Newport. There is a general dlsposl- 
tiim lo strengllieii Uie leaiiis for tlie senior and 
jiinior eliaiiipimisliips at Van t’orl.landt Dark from 
.\iigiisl ’j;) to Septetidx*r 5. so that tlie players will 
work out in inalelies Uie new ponies they have 
Ix-eii putting through tlie preliminary lessons la 
private.
